1 . FOLLOWING INITIAL PHONE CALL TO KURIHARA (REFTEL A), 

SCICOUNS MET WITH KURIHARA JUNE 1, WITH FOLLOWING RESULTS: 

A. HE PERSONALLY HAD NO OBJECTION TO SENDING LETTER 
FROM GOJ TO IAEA DG INVITING IAEA PARTICIPATION IN 
TASTEX. HE ACCEPTED DRAFT TEXT OF LETTER PROVIDED PARA 4 
REFTEL B FOR FURTHER CONSIDERATION BY GOJ. DECISION 

TO TRANSMIT LETTER RESTS WITH HIGHER AUTHORITY BUT NO 
PROBLEMS ARE FORESEEN. 
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B. PROPOSED DATE OF WEEK OF SEPT. 25 FOR JOINT STEERING 
COMMITTEE MEETING IN VIENNA APPEARED REASONABLE TO 
KURIHARA, AND HE ANTICIPATED THAT THERE WOULD BE NO 
PROBLEM IN PNC ATTENDANCE. GOJ ATTENDANCE REQUIRES 
FURTHER THOUGHT DUE TO TRAVEL BUDGET LIMITATIONS, BUT 
AGAIN NO PROBLEM IS EXPECTED. 
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C. KURIHARA SUGGESTED THAT USG CONSIDER ROTATING SITE 
OF SUBSEQUENT STEERING COMMITTEE MEETINGS SO THAT EACH 
PARTY WOULD ACT AS HOST; I.E., MEETINGS SHOULD BE HELD 

IN TOKYO, WASHINGTON (OR BROOKHAVEN), AND PARIS, ALTHOUGH 
NOT NECESSARILY IN THAT ORDER. 

D. HE POINTED OUT THAT FRENCH CEA NOW APPEARS TO BE FULL 
PARTY TO AGREEMENT (IF CHANGES PROPOSED TO AGREED 
MINUTE ARE ACCEPTED BY USG AND GOJ). CONSEQUENTLY, CEA 
SHOULD BE INVITED TO ATTEND VIENNA COMMITTEE MEETING AS 
WELL. (FYI: EMBASSY HAS NOT RECEIVED REPLY TO REFTEL A, 

SO STATUS OF CEA IS STILL UNCERTAIN IN OUR MINDS). 

2. CONTRARY TO SURMISE CONTAINED IN PARA 3 REFTEL A 
CONCERNING NEED FOR SUBMITTAL OF RESEARCH PROPOSALS 
TO IAEA COVERING TASTEX, IT IS NOW CLEAR THAT JAPAN HAS 
BEEN ASKED TO SUBMIT RESEARCH PROPOSAL COVERING ITS 
PARTICIPATION, ALTHOUGH-AS STATED IN REFTEL B-THIS IS 
NOT REQUIRED OF U.S. REGRET MISUNDERSTANDING. WE ARE 
NOT AWARE OF IAEA POSITION IN THIS REGARD CONCERNING 
FRENCH PARTICIPATION. 

3. TASTEX PROGRAM PLAN HAS BEEN RECEIVED BY EMBASSY, 

GOJ, AND PNC. ESSENCE OF MEETING HELD BY DOE 

SAFEGUARDS PERSONNEL WITH SCICOUNS IN WASHINGTON HAS BEEN 

COMMUNICATED TO KURIHARA. MANSFIELD 
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
